Ottawa. April 18.—(Canadian Press) 
—Prepa rat ions for the bringing 
down of the budget for the current 
fiscal year are under way at the Fi¬ 
nance Department, and within tbe 
next week or so many delegations will 1 
come to Ottawa to press their views 
upon the Minister of Finance. Just ; 
when the budget speech may be ex¬ 
pected is yet indefinite, but it is be- 1 
lieved that the taxation proposals to j 
l>e included in it have already taken ; 
fairly substantial form, and that 
they will be. placed before the Cabinet j 
for discussion in a very short time, j 

The form of these proposals and 
the changes to be made by the new 
Government are being closely 
guarded. It is understood, however, 
that there are likely to be several re¬ 
adjustments in line with the state¬ 
ments made during and since the 
campaign by the Premier and ills col¬ 
leagues. The changes this year, It is 
believed, will take the form of light¬ 
ening the duties on certain commodi¬ 
ties which come under the heading of 
implements of production and neces¬ 
sary articles of food and clothing. 
That there will he any general at¬ 
tempt at tariff revision this year is 
unlooked for. 

Since, the notification was given 
by the Minister of Finance that those 
wishing to make representations 
must do so without delay, letters and 
telegrams requesting interviews have 
been received from many sources, 
and most of the applicants will, it is 
expected, be heard within the present 
week.

Government Advances $1,500 
for Sidney Wharf 

Great Northern Ferry Dock 
Being Modernized 

So anxious are Premier Oliver and 
members of the Government to make 
certain that everything is done t<> 
give Vancouver Island the chance to 
make the most of the possibilities of 
the motor tourist travel this year, 
that they have advanced $1,500 for 
the landing wharf for the motor car 
ferries which will ply between Ana- 
cortes and Sidney. 

The Provincial Government is go¬ 
ing to this extent in aiding the motor 
car ferry scheme, although the pro¬ 
vision of a wharf is the sole duty of 
the Dominion Government- 
So far, however, the Dominion 
Government has not made any appro¬ 
priation. To make sure that the 
ferry scheme would go on. the Pre¬ 
mier has come to the aid of in¬ 
terests in this city behind the pro¬ 
posal. 

The question of aiding in the fur¬ 
nishing of dockage at Sidney was 
first made to Premier Oliver by M. 
B. Jackson, M. P. P. for the Islands, 
who headed a delegation of Sidne> 
business men to the Parliament 
Buildings. 

As a result of Mr. Jackson's rep¬ 
resentations the Premier, the Hon. 
W. H. Sutherland. Minister of Pub¬ 
lic Works, and Provincial Govern¬ 
ment engineers, made personal visits 
to Sidney. 

As a result of the action of the 
Premier and Mr. Jackson the Great 
Northern ferry terminal wharf at 
Sidney has been taken over and 
workmen are now engaged in building 
a new apron which is raised or low¬ 
ered according to the tide to pro¬ 
vide a runway from the dock level 
down to the motor car ferry.

"Everything xyill be ready for the 
inauguration of the motor car ferry 
service on April 26," said Mr. Jack- 
son this afternoon.

Washington State Man Tells 
of Incidents 

Sa$ Cossack “Gloried in 
Dealing Death” 

Tacoma. April 18.—General Gregorle 
Semenoff, now ill Jail In News York 
at> a result of tinftncial entanglements 
in Siberia, .was a “fiend incarnate’ 
t\r.d '^gloried in dealing in death," 
according to Dr. E. C. Judd, of Sum¬ 
ner. Washington, who was an Amer¬ 
ican Red Cross captain in charge of 
the largest hospital in Siberia in 1919 
and 1920. Dr. Judd is now practicing 
medicine in Sumner and is a can¬ 
didate for Mayor of that city. 

"Semenoff's soldiers repeatedly 
flred upon American troops," DrJJudd 
said to-day, and once u British officer 
and myself had to flee for our lives 
while one of Semenoff's armored cars 
pursued us. Semenoff moved about 
in a beautiful private train and car¬ 
ried with him a host of women. When 
he and. his men tired of them they 
would have them killed off or maimed 
and then search the nearest villages 
for more girls.

Semenoff was supposed to be aid¬ 
ing the Allied forces, but he did 
nothing more than enguge in a kind 
of guerilla warfare and work hand 
In hand with the Japanese.

oVer 1.000 the maximum rate of 5| 
cents each will be applicable.

Vancouver, April 18.—Answers tt 
the many criticisms made by inter¬ 
ested people in regard to the educa¬ 
tional system and teaching methods 
in vogue in British Columbia were 
the chief topics of lion. J. D» Mac* 
Lean. Minister of Education, who 
addressed the members of the B. C. 
Teachers' Federation, assembled to¬ 
day in the King Edward School for 
their third annual convention. 

Over 400 teachers were presept 
from all parts of the Province, com¬ 
ing from points as widely scattered 
as Prince Rupert, Fernie, Kamloops, 
Coal Creek, Merritt, Cumberland and 
Nanaimo. 

Dr. Mac Lean compared the cost of 
the education of a child in British 
Columbia with the cost in the other 
three western provinces. The cost 
of public, high school' and univer¬ 
sity education in British Columbia, 
he said, was averaged at SS2 per child 
per year; in Alberta, $S8; in Sas¬ 
katchewan, $98; and in Manitoba, 
$73. which low cost could be attri¬ 
buted to the centralization of the 
population in that province. 

Elastic Control. 

Dr. MacLean said he believed in aa 
elastic system of control which 
won Id put it up to each local school 
hoard to regulate matters such a.« 
the teachers’ salaries, the erection of 
teachers' residences and such mat¬ 
ters. 

The Minister of Education nfiR 
nounced that the Summer schools 
for teachers in Vancouver and Vic¬ 
toria would be maintained and that 
teachers would be permitted to lake 
some degrees, but their work must be 
so regulated that they did not inter¬ 
fere with their preparation for work 
as teachers .

W. C Kennedy will present to the 
House will show that the rtite for 
depreciation has been raised to 4 per 
cent. -Up to the end of 1920, the total 
amount set aside for depreciation was 
$815,841. The amount set aside for 
the year 1921 only for this purpose 
is $2,342,923. 

The increase in the amount charged i 
for depreciation is also in part due] 
to the fact that additional ships came 1 
into commission during this year. j

Washington* April 18.—Secretary 
Mellon to-day called upon The Plate 
Printer, organ of the Plate Printers' 
Union employees at the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, to furnish 
him immediately with any evidence 
upon which that publication had 
baaed its staternents that the United 
Stairs was flooded with millions of 
counterfeit bank notes, bonds, war 
savings and other stamps, war bonds 
and coupons. Any such evidence, he 
added, would he investigated at once. 

Tiie Plate Printer recently publish¬ 
ed an article criticizing what It de¬ 
clared was a flood of counterfeits, 
with the recent reorganization of the 
Bureau by President Harding involv¬ 
ing the removal of Director James J 
Wilmeth and other officials. 

In a letter to Prank J. Coleman, 
editor and business manager of Tin- 
Plate Printed. Mr. Mellon said that 
“statements of this sort, reflecting, 
ns they do, upon the Government 
bonds in the hands of investors, are 
calculated to cause widespread un¬ 
easiness on the part of such holders, 
and at tiie same time, if uncontra- 
dicted, might tend to injure the 
credit and standing with the public 
of the securities of tho Government.” 

Circulars. 

Mr. Mellon added that it had been 
the custom of the Treasury to send 
nut circulars describing every count¬ 
erfeit issue when discovered, and re¬ 
quested that he ho furnished with any 
evidence other than that contented 
in such circulars. 

The report of the special commit¬ 
tee which has made nn Inventory of 
the stock of the Bureau probably will 
he completed this week, according to 
high Treuaury officials, who,, how¬ 
ever. did not indicate whether the 
report would lie made public by Mr. 
Mellon or would be cent to President 
Harding. 

The situation at the Bureau was 
discussed yesterday at a conference 
between President Harding and 
Chairman McFadderf, of the Public 
Banking and Currency Committee. 
Mr. McFadden said that very good 
progress was being made on the 
check-up of the Bureau.

Has No. Equal in Cup Quality.

According to a dispatch from 
Athens on Sunday Turkish Na¬ 
tionalist Bashi-fcJazmiks have 
been indulging in their favorite 
pastime of massacre at a place 
called Kamsmr on the Black Sea 
coast of Asia Minor.

Sooke, April 18. ; —"We have heard 
a lot about Sooke; we hardly knew, 
upon our arrival in Victoria from 
Vancouver, how to get there; we 
heard of the stage service and hur¬ 
rying to Broad Street arrived at the 
car, and found eleven already ahead 
of us.

Not only were the 
stages crowded upon Good Friday, 
but the number of privately owned 
cars driven over the Sooke main road 
that day was astonishing, and it was 
evident that the public w-ants to see 
more of this district. What a num¬ 
ber of cars, too, took the East Sooke 
Road with its wonderful view of 
Beecher Bay and picturesque island 
thinking, as so many others havo 
done before, that they could return 
on the other side of the inlet and had 
to retrace their steps disappointed, 
yet delighted with the scenery of tho 
East Sooke Arm and tho view ob¬ 
tained of the Straits of Juan de Fuca 
at the termination of the road. What 
would not this drive have been if 
only there had been a ferry across 
the few hundred yards of water 
which divides the Inner and outer 
basins of the Sooke Inlet! 

Community Day. 

With the local residents the Good 
Friday holiday was variously spent.

NEWS AND NOTES 

OF THE MINES 


Dunwall Minas. 

A big amalgamation scheme has 
been completed in connection with 
two large properties on the Bear 
River and a company is being incor¬ 
porated to carry on development work 
with a view to making of it a sec¬ 
ond Premier mine, according to 
James Stewart, who is in Prince 
Rupert, says the Prince Rupert News. 

The name of the new company is 
Dunwell Mines Limited. It will ac¬ 
quire the group of claims hitherto 
held by the Dunwell syndicate on 
Glacier Creek and the property of the 
Stewart M. and D. These adjoin 
each other and at the intersection 
of the veins is supposed to be the big 
ore body Just as it was in the Prem¬ 
ier mine. 

Experience has shown that most 
of the big ore bodies are at the in¬ 
tersection of veins, and in the case 
of these properties the mnin vein on 
one property intersects with the main 
vein of the other at a point a few 
hundred feet dltsant from where the 
old Stewart M. and D. drift took 
place. 

Work Already Done. 

About 2,000 feet of underground 
work was done on the Stewart grout 
ten years ago and since then the 
property has been idle. 

Considerable surface work has been 
done on the Dunwell claims and last 
season the main showing was stripped 
for about 300 feet. This vein strikes 
East and West and should int*V ' 1 
sect the Stewart veins, which run 
North and South about 200 feet 
North of the main 8 tewart drift/ 

The similarity of the ore occur¬ 
rences on this property and at the 
Premier mine has led to investiga* 
tlons which have resulted in the 
formation of the Dunwell Mines 
Limited. 

The new company is capitalized at 
$350,000. The holdings consist of 
fourteen mineral claims, some of 
which are crown-granted. Active 
development work will begin about 
May 1. 


LACK OF EVIDENCE 
-ACQUITS ACCUSED 

Plaster Casts Fail to. Carry 
Circumstantial Case Far 
Enough 

In spite of the fact that Chief 
Syme of the Oak Bay Police -tried a 
plaster cast to his right foot with 
great symmetry and secured a per¬ 
fect fit, Edward Baker, alias Edward 
Brown, was to-day discharged in the 
Oak Bay Police Court on a charge 
of breaking and entering the home 
of C. L. Harrison, the City Prose¬ 
cutor.

In the eyes 
of many observers, is one-of the most 
hopeful phases of the situation, has 
been the rehabilitation of the agricul¬ 
tural industry through the substantial 
advance in the market price of agri¬ 
cultural products. This means the 
increased purchasing power of the 
farmer, upon whose welfare the pros¬ 
perity of the country largely depends. 
The advance in the last sixty Mays 
in the valuer of farm products has 
started business in the Central West 
on the upgrade. 

Prior to this recovery the farmers' 
condition was one of embarrassment 
because of his inability to liquidate 
his paper at the banks because of the 
decline in grain below the cost of 
production. All this, however, has- 
been changed since the first of the 
year, grain prices having advanced to 
a point that showed a substantial 
profit to the producer and having en¬ 
abled him to liquidate his obligations 
to a degree that has greatly light¬ 
ened the load on the financial in¬ 
stitutions of the interior. The bettet 
markets, moreover, have enabled him 
ro apply his purchasing power to 
various lines of industry whose in¬ 
creased vitality has imparted a 
cheerful atmosphere to business con¬ 
ditions in many sections of the coun¬ 
try.

Albany. April 18.—Hundreds of re¬ 
quests for-copies of the Duke Jazz- 
less Dancing Bill, killed at the recent 
session of the Legislature, have come 
to the clerks of the Senate and As¬ 
sembly from all parts of the country. 
The first illustrated bill ever intro¬ 
duced at the Capitol, it is in great 
demand among collectors of curious 
manuscripts as well as social up- 
lifters who plan to have measures 
patterned after it introduced in Leg¬ 
islatures of other States. 

Catalogued as the most perfect 
specimen of freak legislation ever 
presented here, the Duke bill was 
conceived by the Rev. Canon William 
Kheafe Chase. President of the New 
York Civic League. The four illus¬ 
trations. printed with it. reveal the 
only positions in dancing that would 
have been tolerated in 'the Empire 
State had the bill become law. They 
were appended in order to enable the 
public to visualize the proposed It^w's 
decree against modorn dances. & 
j The bill forbade the following: 
t "1. Vulgar jazz music which in¬ 
fluences dancers to use Jerky half 
j steps and immoral variations. The 
following number of measures to the 
minute should be observed; Waltz, 
4N; two-step. 54; one-step, 66; fox 
trol. 40. 

"2. The holding of partners tight¬ 
ly. Both dancers should assume a 
light graceful position. 

”3. Cheek to cheek dancing. 

"4. Neck hold dancing. The gentle¬ 
man's right arm should encircle his 
partners waist, his hand resting 
lightly on her back. Just above the 
waist line and place his other hand 
in the opposite hand of his partner 
or to the side and free from his or 
her body. The lady’s left hand should 
rest upon her partner's arm or 
shoulder but not extend to his neck 
or back. 

"5. Dancing which consists of a 
shaking or jerking of the upper body 
while taking short steps or standing 
still, or which consists of alternating 
right and left short side steps. 
u ”6. Dancing which consists of ex¬ 
ceptionally long or short steps. 

”7. Dancing characterized by 
movements above the waist rather 
than from the waist down. 

' ”8. Dancing which consist of sug¬ 
gestive movements. 

■”9. The extreme dancing seen on 
the modern stage. 

"10. The presence of any dancers 
in the room who violate any of the 
foregoing prohibited practices.” 

Canon Chase said after the bill was 
pigeonholed in the recent session's 
closing days that It had been intro¬ 
duced too late to receive the mature 
deliberation of the lawmakers 

"We shall present it before the 
nex,t Legislature with better prospects 
of its passage,” he said.

The division of the day into a cer¬ 
tain number of hours, minutes, and 
seconds is a purely arbitrary meas¬ 
ure intended to simplify the process 
of keeping account of time and 
scheduling various events which 
must occur at the same time each 
day. 

Since the dawn of history the revo¬ 
lutions of the heavenly bodies have 
formed the basis for the measure¬ 
ment of time. These revolutions are 
three in number—the revolution ,of 
the earth upon its axis, which forms 
the foundation for our twenty-four- 
hour day; the chapges in the ap- 
peardnee of the moon, which con¬ 
sume approximately twenty-nine and 
a half days and form the basis for 
the month; and the yearly motion 
of the earth around the sun. 

The sub-division of the time the 
earth takes to revolve upon Its axis 
into the twenty-four spaces we know 
as hours is comparatively recent. In 
the time of Homer only four such 
divisions were recognized—morning, 
day. evening and night. 

Three-Hour Vigil*. 

Early Jewish historians record the 
fact that the night and the day were 
each divided into eight i>arls or 
“watches,” a custom followed also 
by the Romans, who referred to the 
first, second, third, and fourth vigils 
of the 1 lay—vesper, evening, mid¬ 
night and cockcrow. Each of these 
spaces was three hours in length,

Let us follow one of these com¬ 
panies as it wings its way with the 
speed of an aeroplane towards our 
own shores. Crossing the Mediter¬ 
ranean. they strike the shores of 
Spain, where not a few fall out. Fly¬ 
ing up the western shores of Spain 
and Portugal, they skirt the Bay of 
Biscay until they reach Normandy.; 
then those that remain—for many 
ha\o dropped out on the way to 
spend their Summer in Portugal or 
France—turn towards the west. 

They have to pass through many 
perils on their two-thousand-mile 
journey. Many drop and die from 
sheer fatigue. Others are buffeted 
to death by hailstorms or gales. But 
the worst danger lies in the light¬ 
houses that stud the coasts. Birds 
cannot resist the attraction of a great 
light; just as moths perish in a 
candle flame, so they dash them¬ 
selves in thousands against the glass 
of the dazzling lanterns of the light¬ 
houses. 

Nests Made of Mud. 

At length, however, the great ad¬ 
venture is over; the survivors rearfc 
our shores. The first of the trib» 
to arrive is the sand-martin, which 
makes its nest in a hole burrowed 
into a river bank, or into the side 
of an old sandpit. He is usually with 
us about the second week In April. 

A fortnight later come the swal¬ 
lows and the house-martins. Both 
build upon our houses, but their nests 
are quite different in shape and de¬ 
sign. The swallow builds on rafter* 
and prefers a stable or a shed. The 
nest, which is made of mud. is cup¬ 
shaped. The house-martin is not so 
particular about locality. The nest 
he builds is egg-shaped, with a roof 
over it and a small round entrance 
hole in its side. The last to arrive 
and the first to leave. is the swift, 
whose nest is an untidy affair con¬ 
structed of sticks and leaves. 

AH the members of the tribe re¬ 
turn to their old haunts year after 
year. Young, house-martins, marked 
by means of rings placed round their 
legs, have been found to come b(ick 
to the very nest in which they were 
born. 

At length, when the yoyng are able 
to fly strongly, the swiTts. swallows 
houso-martinB and sand-martins l»e* 
gin to collect intp flocks, just as they 
did earlier in the year. Then, as the 
first cold days tell them that Ajttumu 
is near, they leave us for the warm 
south.—Tit-Bits.

Interested In mundane affairs, such 
as the navigator and the ship cuptqln', 
consider the tides to be Chiefly of in¬ 
terest to themselves; and they looked 
to the hydrographer who makes 
charts for their benefit, to indicate 
what depth of water they could count 
upon, according as the tide should 
*’e high or low, and In what direction 
the tidal streams would carry their 
vessels. Again when extended level¬ 
ling was inaugurated In any country 
the surveyors required, first of ail 
the mean level of the sea ns a datum 
to start from; and they fount! it 
necessary to make careful observa¬ 
tions of the title t« arrive at a basis 
for their work. In some countries 
such as Holland, where large areas 
are below sea level, the effect of 
storms ip raising the tide.above Its 
usual height was the matter of 
supremo interest. An appeal was 
therefore math* to the meteorologist 
to determine the extreme level during 
storms which the tide might reach 
in order to make sure of their dyking 
system, and avoid flooding of the 
country. 

“Because of this diversified view¬ 
point In regard to the tide, the dis¬ 
cussion of oceanography on broad 
lines at the coming Conference, is 
anticipated with interest: as being a 
genuine'Sattempt to unify the whole 
subject o ftides and currents in all 
its aspects. It Is thus hoped to carrv 
on tidal research with greater ef¬ 
ficiency. and also to Indicate lines of 
Investigation which will lead to the 
best results, ami which will com¬ 
mand the co-operation of all 
countries which have any ocean 
frontage of importance, and are jr 
any way dependent ' upon ocean 
transportation for the benefit of their 
trade and commerce.’’
